rather than another, but to getting 
them physically to the polls, to vote 
at alL 
If people could vote by mail, 


everybody who had an opinion would 
express it. The rest could be spared. 


But we do not see how the thing 


is mechanically workable. What is to 
prevent a briber or a boss from gath- 
ering up from the voters thousands 
of election ballots, all properly vali- 
dated, but unmarked and unsealed, and 
dickering with the highest bidder for 
the block? 
This would happen cor- 


ruptly, with the briber; . by coercion, 
with the employer, the labor boss or 
the political boss;. or honestly, with 
the well-meaning reformers who want 
good government but don't want to 


: take the trouble to get it, and would 


cheerfully give their proxies to any 
leader In whom they had confidence. 


• But it would be destructive of pop- 


ular government, even in the honest 
instance. 
Moreover, it would be»dif- 


flcult to make provision for spoiled 
ballots; it would require an army of 
handwriting experts, to verify identi- 
fication signatures; it would raise at 
every election the question of ballots

A case to arouse general sympathy 


and pity was the one called yesterday 
ifternoon to the attention of the sup- 
;rvteors by Mr. Harvey of the Fresno 
ounty humane society. It wan &n ap- 
plication for admission temporarily to 
he almshouse of William McPadden 
and until after successful negotiations 
or his acceptance in a state asylum 
or tho helpless blind. The applicant, 
t was represented, came under thte 
category and furthermore, It was sta- 
ed, had come to the last extremity 
if his financial resources. 
McFadden is a man of middle age, 


vhose hair has turned gray. H* is of 
decent and respectable appearance and 
neatly dressed. It was stated that ho 
was a man in comfortable circum- 
stances when the accident befell him 
.hat left him blind and helpless. Ho 
vas a miner In Colorado and In 
colliery explosion two and one-half 
years ago mot with the loss of eye- 
sight and both hands. He Is a wid- 
ower with one child In his. care and at 
the time of the accident had about 
11000 in money savings. 
His health waa shattered as another 


result of the accident and all his mon- 
ey has gone for living and other ex- 
penses, having come to California about 
me year ugo and has continued a 
resident on finding that the climate 
icre best agreed with the shattered 
state ot his health. A brother-in-law 
who Is a call ferakemtui with the Santa 
Fe, has been pressed to the utmost 
to aid in the support of tho injured 
man, McFadden's aged mother who Is 
almost 80 years of age, and his child.
